Expected To Sit By 

Political scientists have long 
been concerned with brokerage 
politics and the power that cer- 
tain special interests are able 
to assert often in; derogation of 
the public interest. Higher educa- 
tion expends a major part of the 
general fund in California, yet 
the public is expected to sit by 
while the junior colleges, state 
colleges, and the university di- 
vide among themselves the mon- 
ey obtained through united ef- 
fort. No public agencies perform- 
ing other services are given this 
freedom without control by some 
beard or commission with a ma- 
jority of persons representing the 
public at large. 

Similar boards for higher edu- 
cation have been established in 
about 25 states for the purposes 
of protecting the public interest 
while equitably dealing with the 
needs of the several state col- 
Jeges and universities. That is, 
either a single board fer ali of 
state supported higher education 
is established, or one is super- 
imposed upon the existing 
boards. Most important, a single 
system of higher education is es- 
tablished instead of several com- 
peting ones. 

Competing Systems 

California has already seen the 
results of competition between the 
college system and the university 
for programs, for operating bud- 
gets, and for new campuses. The 
Master Plan group was establish- 
ed to resolve the problems aris- 
ing out of that competition. Its 
recommendations, however, will 
not ogly aggravate the competi- 
jtion, legalize the log-rolling 
\through the Coordinating Counc], 
but worse further encourage the 
|development of one or more state 
colleges along with a university 
campus in every major center of 
population. 

Under even the most efficient 
plan, the financial resources of 
the state are bound to be strain- 
ed, but such duplication of expen- 
isive facilities is wasteful, to say 
nothing of spreading too thin the 
few really competent scholars and 
administrators available to high- 
er education. Under a single sys- 
item, a campus whether state 
college or university can offer 
the full range of programs needed 
in the particular nunity.

The Board of Directors last Monday 
approved what The State Hornet be- 
lieves to be the most beneficial bill aect- 
+d upon so far this year for intrinsie 
~tudent value. The motion in reference 
is the placement of additional automa- 
tic-vending machines on campus. 

We believe that the placement of 
-ueh machines is not only a service to 
the student but the revenue received 


could be used as suggested to the Board, 


‘for an academic enrichment fund.” 

At present, there are several anto- 
matic-vending machines ow campus with 
ah approximate annual revenue of 
=600, A rough figure presented by the 
Finance and Budget Study eommittee 
said an estimated $1500 a year would be 
made, 

The Mtudy committee pointed out 
that up-keep and stocking of the ma- 
chines t the sole responsibility of the 
company selling the product. The 
ASSSC will receive, depending on the 
type of product, a percentage profit on 
every machine varying from 15-30 per 
cent. 

With this added fund the ASSSC 


euld supplement the college program 








and drain some of the Untapped re- 


sources that are waiting to he utilized , 


for academic enrichment. We ean to 


some extent meet the needs of the stu- 


‘deuts involved in programs which re- 


ceive little attention from the ASSSC. 

Some of the suggested programs 
presented by the Study Committee are: 
the presentation of outxtanding techni- 
cal and topical films in areas of science, 
technology and business; the presenta- 
tion of recorded dramatic productions, 
poetic readings and general social cri- 
tieisma; the granting of travel expenses 
to scholars of near-by institutions for 
speaking engagements at SSC; and the 
publication of research projects and 
papers by students and faculty mem- 
bers. These are but a few of the possi- 
bilities, The fund in general would fin- 
ance anv other offering which may pre- 
sent itself, and be judged worthy of 
support.
